Washington, January 2.—(Special.)—Deep 
interest ig being manifested in the circuit 
judgeship fight at this end of the line, This 
was cabinet day, and the time of the presi- 
dent and the attorney general was taken 
up so that none of the Georgians were 
able to see either. Early in the day the 
Alahama crowd, headed by National Com- 
mitteeman Youngblood and State Chairman 
Vaugiin, saw the president and introduced 
Captain Shelby, of Huntsville, who is a 
candidate for the place, and who has been 
here for several days on legal business. 

The Alabama republicans are united in 
support of Shelby, and they claim that he 
will also ,have the support of Senators 
Morgan and Pettus, and the lawyers of the 
state generally, in addition to that of the 
republicans. This undoubtedly makes him 
@ formidable candidate, and if the. Geor- 
gians da not unite, the place may go to 
another state. Floridians who are here 
are doubtful whether Bisby, of Jackson- 
ville, will be a candidate, although his 
mame has been mentioned. 

Among the applicants for that position 
is Judge H. B. Tompkins, of Atlanta. He 
arrived here early in the week and had a 
conference with his friends, and the re- 
sult is some hard work is being done in 


behalf of the judge. His ffiends—not only 
) anid “Georgia, but from all - 


the south—are strenuously pressing his 
name for consideration by the president, 
and they feel greatly encourdged, 

National Committeeman Lyons went to 
the white house this afternoon to see the 
president and urge the appointment of 
Colonel Glenn,. but the president was with 
the Philippines commi\sion, and Register 
Lyons was compelled to postpone his con- 
ference until tomorrow. 

The talk of Judge Hammond making his 
race as a democrat has lent an interesting 
phase to the situation. It is not believed 
that any democrat will be appointed, al- 
though the attorney general is known to 
favor, as a general thing, bi-partisan rath- 
er than entirely partisan benches. If the 
prosident should signify a willingness to 
appoint a democrat, the democratic sena- 
tors and representatives will, of course, 
urge their right to be consulted, and will 
insist upon the selection of a straight 
democrat instead of one who, like Judge 
Hammond, supported the Palmer and 
Buckner ticket. It is not regarded as 
possible, however, that the contA&&t will 
take this turn. If a Georgia republican is 
to be appointed, as it looks now, Colonel 
Glenn has, by all odds, the best chance. If 
it is to go to a democrat, there are almost 
unlimited possibilities in the way of candi- 
dates, and if the members in the senate 
from Georgia and the other states compris- 
Ing the circuit are to have any hand in 
the selection of a democrat, he will cer- 
tainly be a man who supported the nattonal 
ticket in the last campaign. 

‘There is some talk among Alabamians 
about ex-Secretary of the Navy Herbert 
being a possibility, but this is on the sug- 
gestion that a gold democrat will have a 
chance.

LEWIS TACKLES GROSVENOR. 


Representatives Hear an Interesting 
Debate in the House. 
Washington, January 2.—The proceedings 
were enlivened today by a wordy duel be- 
tween Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, and Mr. 
Lewis, the picturesque gentleman from 

Washington. 

During the debate on a private bill to 
refer to the court of claims the claim of

the word “newly acquired territory.’’ The 
democrats opposed this language. To avoid 
a roll call which had been ordered, Mr. 
Loud, in charge. of the bill, asked unani- 
mous consent that the words be stricken 
out, as they were unnecessary. There was 
no objection. The order for a roll call was 
vacated and the bill was passed.

Strahan’s mother has not found it an easy 
task to secure her daughter’s release, al- 
though she is ready and eager to give all 
her Atlanta property as security to anyone 
who will consent to be bondsman. The 
bond is $4,000. 

Yesterday Mrs. Strahan found a rich 
Harlem builder who was willing to make 


the bond, but today the district attorney ’ 


failed to accept the bond as sufficieht. It 
is said he will insist that the money shall 
be paid cash down. This is contrary to all 
law, so the counsel for Pet Strahan says, 
and he treatens to bring habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings to secure her freedom. 

It is now safd that the district attorney 
will apply for an increase in the amount 
of the bond, requiring $7,500 in the robbery 
case and. $2,300 in the larceny case, in 
which latter case Pet Strahan is held for 
stealing tableware from the Hotel Wal- 
dorf-Astoria. This will fix the price of her 
temporary freedom at $10,000. 

“In this event,’’ said Abraham Levy, 
counsel for Pet Strahan, to The Constitu- 
tion’s correspondent, ‘“‘we wiil make good 
the bond. It has gone to that point now 
where this case amounts to persecution, 
not prosecution, and we are going to stand 
by the girl though the heavens fall. 

“No matter what amount the bond is 
made it will be signed and accepted by 
Monday. On that day, Pet Strahan will 
walk out of the Tombs, whatever the cost 
may be.”’

THINKS SILVER QUESTION A LOCAL ONE 


Richard Croker Declares That the 
South and the West Always 
Raises a Hue and Cry 
Against New York 
City. 


New York, January 20.—Richard Croker, 

in an interview tonight, said: . 
._“The sixteen-to-one question is a dead 
issue. This was proven conclusively by 
the expression of-the will of the people in 
1896, when they elected Mr. McKinley presi- 
dent of the United States. 

“Now the democrats of the west and other 
sections of the country are trying to foist 
this dead issue upon the democratic party, 
and to make the dead cry of ‘16 to 1’ the 
democratic issue in 1900, , 

“Why should we carry a dead weight in 
that campaign? The times of four years 
ago are past. Today the times are different, 
and the issues are not the same. 

“Speaking for this section of the country, 
I say that if the 16 to 1 question is again 
brought before the-people there will be felt 
again throughout the nation the same dis- 
gust that prevailed in 1896. During the fall 
of that year, while the campaign was in 
progress, every. man with a dollar of sur- 
plus, whether he was millionaire or working 
man, hoarded his savings; in fact, locked 
them up so securely that there was no 
money.in circulation, As a natural conse- 
quence, the times then became well nigh 
desperate.. Look back at the winter of 1596 
and see what the mere rumor Of silver 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 did to this 
country. You could-not get meney in the 


banks; you could not raise money on any: 


kind of security, and the result was the 
hardest kindof hard times. 

“Prom the soutir ang 
comes the ‘hue and ery against: New York, 
because it is the money center of the United 
States. But whenever there is any public 
improvement te be made in any section of 
this country, the first look for help is 
toward abused New York. They rush to 
our great city to raise the money. They 
come here for the means to build their rail- 
roads, to construct their waterworks, to 
erect the plants for gas service and bond 
their cities for any kind of improvement. 
Then, no matter how much benefit is de- 
rived from this section of the country, 
there is always the same howl against the 
great city because it is the money center— 
that very center without whicn public im- 
provement would be an impossibility. 

‘If this silver question comes again be- 
fore the people, and is made a factor tn the 
national platform, the moneyed men of the 
east will look for investment outside of this 
country, and the banks in other states in 
the union will be unable to borrow money 
in the east. The result will be that the poor 
will be the greatest sufferers. 

“The present winter of 1898-99 has been 
free from the scenes of starvation and suf- 
fering that were so painfully characteristic 
of the time when the financial strength of 
the country was threatened. Every body 
seems to be making a living. and to be 
contented. The reason for this ig easily 
found. The. men with money have bosened 
their purse strings and money & being 
plentifully spent for public improvements. 
Labor is not idle and money is in circula- 
tion, because there is a feeling of financial 
security. 

“The free-silver issue is merely a local 
issue. In the sections where free silver will 
benefit the residents it is but natural for 
them to declare for 16 tol. However, in my 
opinion, the money question should be set- 
tled by congress. 

‘But here in New York we must see to 
it that the position of our party on the 
money question must meet the requlire- 
ments, not for any one section, but of every 
section of the United States, 

‘When in convention assembled, the ma- 
jority of the delegates demand a certain 
standard or a certain reform, New York 
will, as'it ever has, fall faithfully in line 
without.a moment of opposition or a mur- 
mur or protest. 

“But the democratic platform of 1900 has 
not yet been written.”

CUBAN BANK DOESN’T SUIT. 


GOV. GEN. BROOKE WILL RECOM- 
; MEND A CHANGE. 


Plan of Collecting Taxes as Laid Down 
Is Not at All Suitable to 
Islanders, 


Havana, January 20.—Major General 
Brooke, the governor general, has made 
recommendations to Washington, it is un- 
derstood, against the collection of taxes 
by Banco Espandlo in Cuba, and he has 
given attention to the matter of taxes due 
since January Ist. This question of collec- 
tion of back taxes by the Spanish bank is 
daily gaining in importance on account of 
the opposition the proposal has caused. 

The bank is distrusted and disliked by the 
Cubans because for generations the instl- 
tution was Spain’s agent in forcing the col- 
lection of odious taxes and because of its 
part in the juggling of Spanish credit dur- 
ing the war period. Taxes otherwise reason- 
able would be reluctantly paid to Spanish tax 
gatherers. The system would be too much 
of a reminder of former times, as the bank 
was distinctly a part of Spain’s colonial 
system. 

The bank’s refusal yesterday to honor its 
promissory notes is considered to amount 
to repudiation and all this tends to increase 
the general distrust of the bank and dissat- 
isfaction with the tax collection proposal. 

The military administration has received 
many protesting telegrams from the interior 
of the island and many protesting petitions 
against the measure by the municipal coun- 
cil and other civil authorities, as well as 
the patriotic leagues and clubs, which will 
be laid on Sunday before the governor gen- 
eral. Cubans generally are called upon to 
take what dissuading action is possible that 
day by a demonstration with flags and ban- 
ners. 

The bank has taken no action toward 
making collections and will not proceed 
until the governor general issues a decree 
to that effect.

Bills Introduced and Passed Yester- 
day in Both Houses. 

Raleigh, N. C., January 2.—(Special.)— 
Bills were introduced in the house today 
incorporating the East Tennessee and 
Western North Carolina raliway from 
Cranberry to Lincolnton, and the Beauford 
and Pamlico railway from Pamlico river 
to some point on the Neuce river. 

Dudley Paul, republican, from Pamlico 
county, was unséated, and George Dees, 
democrat, given the seat. 

The house passed bills to place the North 
Carolina railway and the Atlantic and 
North Carolina railway in the hands of the 
democrats, taking the control from the 
governor, the fusion legislature having 
placed it entirely in his hands. The bill 
provides for the election by the legisla- 
ture of a board of public improvements of 
nine members, and repeals the law which 
makes the governor the chairman of that 
board and gives him the power to appoint 
the other two members, and also repeals 
the law which allows the governor to ap- 
point a stated proxy for each road and 
puts those appointments in the hands of 
the board of public improvements.

The United States lighthouse tender, 
Pensy, Captain Fields, which has been en- 
gaged for the past three days in the search 
of the missing party, arrived in Biloxi 
this afternoon at 65 o’clock and brought 
the intelligence that the wreckage of the 
yacht’ ha been found this morning on 
Breton island, elghteert miles’ from Pass’ < 
The report brought by the 
mate and a sailor on the Pansy leaves no’ 
doubt as to the fate _of the yacht and of 
those on board. The mate says the wreck-

age was scattered all over the island, and 
among other things pickéd up were the 
foremast of the vessel, a plank bearing 
the name “Paul Jones,” a mirror, a table, 
new tires of a bicycle, a yawl with bow 
crushed in, and several] other minor ar- 
ticles. 

From the description of the wreck, it is 
clearly evident that the yacht was de- 
stroyed by exploding, as otherwise the 
vessel would not have gone to pieces so 
completely, 

Hada not an explosion occurred, and tie 
vessel gone to pleces immediately, it is 
more than probable that some, if not all 
of those on board would have made their 
way ashore safely. 


No Trace of Passengers. 


No trace of any of the missing persons 
was discovered, although a diligent search 
was made. It is possible, however, though 
barely probable, that geome may have 
made their way to the almost impenetra- 
ble marsh land. 

The Pansy was met on her return trip 
by the steamer tug Maud, which had on 
board Qlayor Taggert, of Indianapolis, 
whose daughter was on board the yacht, 
and Mr. Jones, the owner of the vessel, to 
whom were related the story of the dis- 
aster. 

Information brought by the Pansy is 
confirmed by oyster fishermen, who have 
just arrived and who have known of it 
for more than a week. The launch ex- 
ploded, they say, on or about January 6th, 
near Bird island, and everything goes to 
show that all on board were killed at once 
or drowned soon after. 

The boat was operated by a gasoline en- 
gine and it is now recalled’ that she met 
with several accidents from fire on her 
way Gown the river. It is regarded as cer- 
tain that this engine exploded, but from 
what cause will probably never Le known.

As much more is sure to be said, 


I Rave thought a short analysis of this 


important document might be interesting 
to the readers of The Consitution. 
The Clayton-Bulwer Treaty. 

The most important provision of the 
treaty—the one which may be gaid to 
contain the kernel of the whole matter— 
is that of the first section. In this it is 
provided: | 


The governments of the United States 
and Great Britain hereby declare that 
neither the one nor the other will ever 
obtain or maintain for itself any ex- 
clusive control over the said @hip canal; 
agreeing that neither will ever erect 
or maintain any fortifications com- 
manding the same or in the vicinity 
thereof, or occupy, or fortify, or colo- 
nize, or Assume or exercise any do- 
minion over Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the 
Mosquito coast, or any part of Central 
America; nor will either make use of 
any protection which either affords or 
may afford, or any alliance which either 
has or have to or with any state 
or people, for the purpose of erecting or 
oy Sage hoon gpm vane or 
Gt occupy ’ ng, or. colonizing 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the Mosquito 
coast, or any part of Central America, 
or of pele, Ra or exercising dominion 
over the same; nor will the United 

States or Great Britain take advantage 

of any intimacy, or use any alliance, 

connection, or influence that either may 
possess with any state or government 
through whiose territory the said canal 
may paes, for the purpose of acquiring 
or holding, directly or indirectly, for 
the citizens or subjects of the one, 

‘any rights or advantages in regard to 

commerce or navigation thro the 

‘said canal which shall not-be offered 
..on the same terms to the citizens or 

subjects of the other. 


: Some Other Provisions. 

Other articles of the treaty provide that 
vessels of the United States or Great Brit- 
ain traversing the canal shall, in case of 
war between the contracting parties, be ex- 
empted from blockade, detention or capture 
-by either belligerents; the two governments 
agree to protect the contractors or builders 
of the canal in ali their rights; to secure 
the establishment of two free ports, one at 
each end of said canal; to protect the canal 
after its completion; and “that they will 
guarantee the neutrality thereof, so that 
said canal may forever be open and free.”

Dr, Daty alsO expwmined ‘the methods 
of embainilng ‘shutaan bodies.» Many per- 
sons had metnods which they claimed tu be 
superior to all others, but the common 
method was to use boracic acid, salicyiic 
acid or glycerine. Se 

Dr .Daly was at Tampa about the ®@th 
of May. His suspicions in regard to the 
beer, he said,- were aroused about the l7th 
of June. He reported this fact in August. 

Daly denied that this report stated 
that the beef ‘“‘contained posion,’’ or “‘de- 
stroyed the vitality” of the soldiers. He 
had said that it was detrimental! to health.

Daly stated that it was a mistake to. be- 
lieve that freshiy killed meats were detri- 
mental to health. Meat from. an..anima! 
just slaughtered was in’ no way injurious, 
he said. .

“Washington, January 2.—(Special.)—The 
announcement that Sir Julian Pauncefote is 
tobe continued on at his present pest for 
ariother year beyond the time when he 
would, in the natural course ‘of ‘British 
diplomatic events, be retired for age and 
length of service, is taken as anothér evi- 
dence of England’s desire ‘to do: the 
‘friendly thing” ‘Those who have comment- 
ed on this episode and drawn that conclu- 
sion ‘talk of the great popularity of the 
present ambassador who represents her 
majesty, and the picture of fraternal love 
‘they paint is very pretty, indeed. 

‘There is, however, one trouble with that 
picture; it isn’t tru One does not need 
to have devoted long or earnest study to 
British diplomatic methods to know that 
there is something more than sentiment 
back of the several an@ various moves en- 
gineered by Salisbury ané his associates 
in the British foreign office, and this par- 
ticular move is no exception to the rule. 

Mind you, I am not endeavoring to mini- 
mize the strength or the sincerity of Eng- 
lish regard for us. Both officially and in- 
dividually our English consuls have, dur- 
ing the times of our international compli- 
cations, shown us too dearly that when 
it gomeg to the test thelr hearts do beat 
with ours—that bloo@,is after all thicker 
than water—for us to impute to them any 
sinister motives against ws, and I for 
one am not a doubting Thomas. When, 
therefore, I suggest that something else 
than sentimental regard, either for this 
country or for him, prompts the retention 
of Sir Julian at this post, I do not intend 
to hint at anything more sinister than a 
piece of very practical, common sense di- 
plomacy. And by diplomacy I do not mean 
the intriguing kind. 


The Canal the Cause, 
The reason Sir Julian is kept here is 


‘that Great Britain realizes the great im- 


portance of the Nicaragua canal move- 
ment; and ehe proposes to have as her 
representative on the ground the man -who 
knows most about the different phases 
ef canal negotiation an@ legislation and 
who is, in the very nature of things, best 
able to jook after her interests. 

That is all there is in it. Great Britain 
is interested jn. the construction of'the 
‘Nicaragua canal and she has certain @is- 
tinet .rights:-which she t very naturally 


‘bound tod protect.’ She wants to ‘Bee the 


canal buiit and she is perfectly willing 
that this government shouldibe the powér 
back of its construction; but the Britis 
government does not propose to be carried 


away ‘by the sentiment of the moment— 


no matier how much it is the wish of; 
those in power here and there to have 
that friendly sentiment magnify and in- 
crease, and no matter, further, how firm 
the belief that the present warmth of 
fecling will remain in te hearts of the 
people in this country and in England for 
ail time. 

Under a treaty made between this coun- 
try and Great Britain in 1850, there are laid 
down certain important principles regard- 


ing the control of any trans-isthmian ca- 


nal that may be built by the way of the 
San Juan de Nicaragua river. This is 
known as the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and 
in the discussions over the construction 
of the canal much has already been said 
about it. As much more is sure to be said, 


.I Nave thought a short analysis of this 


important document might be interesting 
to the readers of The Consitution. : 
The Clayton-Bulwer Treaty. 7 
The most important provision of the 
treaty—the one which may be gaid to 
contain the kernel of the whole matter— 
is that of the first section. In this it is 
provided: | 


The governments of the United States 
and Great Britain hereby declare that 
neither the one nor the other will ever 
obtain or maintain for itself any ex- 
clusive control over the said ship canal; 
agreeing that neither will ever erect 
or ntain any fortifications com- 
manding the same or in the vicinity 
thereof, or occupy, or fortify, or colo- 
nize, or Assume or exercise any do- 
minion over Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the 
Mosquito coast, or any part of Central 
America; nor will either make use of 
any protection which either affords or 
may afford, or any alliance which either 
has or — have to or with any state 
or people, for -the purpose of erecting or 
maintaining any such fortifications, or 
of occupying, fortifying, or. colonizing 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the Mosquito 
coast, or any pam of Central America, 
or of plan, Ri or exercising dominion 
over the same; nor will the United 
States or Great Britain take advantage 
of any intimacy, or use any alliance, 
connection, or influence that either may 
possess with any state or government 
through hej omg Beginvnea A the said canal 
may paes, for purpose of acquiring 
or holding, directly or. indirectly, for 
the citizens or subjects of the one, 
‘any rights or advantages in regard to 
commerce or navigation through the 
eaid canal which shall not:be offered 
.on the same terms to the citizens or 
subjects of the other. : 


Some Other Provisions. 

Other articles of the treaty provide that 
vessels of the United States or Great Brit- 
ain traversing the canal] shall, in case of 
war between the contracting parties, be ex- 
empted from blockade, detention or capture 
by either belligerents; the two governments 
agree to protect the contractors or builders 
of the canal in all their rights; to secure 
the establishment -of two free ports, one at 
each end of said canal; to protect the canal 
after its completion; and “that they will 
guarantee the neutrality thereof, so that 
said canal may forever be open and free.” 
“In another of the articles the “great de 
sign” of this convention is*Geclared to be

The Spirit of the Treaty. — 
Perhaps all of these provisions are not

This’ idea means absolute 
contro] without any guarantees of neutrali- 
ty, and dobtless in its legitimaté’ analysis 
means fortifications and all that. Under this 
idea, neither Great Britain or anybody else 
would be consulted at any stage of the pro- 
ceedings. This suggestion has been made 
that this proposition can only be in the in- 


terest of delay, as, it is absolutely imprac-

Great Britain’s Interest. 

It is, however, to protest against any 
such a step—in short, to see that the spirit 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty be carried out 
—that Great Britain is manifesting so much 
interest in the cana] legislation and that 
Sir Julian is being retained at Washing- 
ton. | | 

There have been several provisions look- 
ing to a new treaty with Great Britain 
which shall, in effect, be.an amendment of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and it is highly 
probable that some such step. will be taken, 
although Senator Morgan and others of 
those most prominent in the canal legisla- 
tion do not believe any change is necessary.

SENATOR MORBAN’S ‘BILL IS‘ STILL UP 


Senate Has a Five-Hour-and-a-Half 
Session Without Being Abla To 
Accomplish Anything. 


-——~ 


Washington, January 20.—The senate was 
‘in session for five.hoyrs and a half today, 
but the session was practically barren of 
' results. ; 

Mr. Nelsan, republican, of - Minnesota, 
spoke in opposition to Mr. Vest’s anti- 
expansion resolution, “His address was a 
constitutional argument in support of the 
right of the United States government to 
acquire and govern foreign territory. He 
maintained that it was no longer an unset- 
tled question that this country had the 
power, not only to acquire foreign territory 
by discovery and conquest or treaty, but 
also to govern ‘territory so acquired. That 
question, he said, had been settled by de- 
cision of tl¥3 supreme court and was 
scarcely longer open to debate. He refer- 
red to the territory that had been acquired 
in the past- by the United States 
government and reclared that {in no 
single cas® had the people of the 
territory acquired been consulted or 
their consent secured. In the course of the 
debate he said the contention was being 
made that the people of the territory pro- 
posed to be acquired were not fit for citi- 
zenship in our republic. 

Admitting that that contention was cor- 
rect, it was quite as true that the people of 
much territory hitherto acquired by this 
country were unfit for citizenship at the 
time the territory was taken into the 
union. Had we applied the reasoning now 
being advanced against the acquisition of 
the territory to the people of Florida and 
the Louisiana.territory when they were 
admitted into the United States, they 
scarcely could have passed muster, as it 
was well known that they were not fitted 
for citizenship. 

Mr, Nelson then entered upon an elabor- 
ate constitutional argument, citing numer- 
ous authorities in support of his position. 
He maintained that the arguments that 
taxation without representation was tyran- 
ny and that governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the governed, 
were true only in a limited extent, A ma- 

‘jority of our people, he said, were without 
direct representation. Womén, minorg and 
imbeciles were without representation in 
our government and had to bear their share 
i oF taxation: a , ‘ 
Mason ahd Tillman Come In. 

In response to a question Dy ‘Mr. Mason, 
of Illinois, Mr, Nelson said that no man 
could say truthfully that the rights of. Eng- 
. ishmen ,-had been: destroyed or even in any 
sense impaired by Great Britain’s scheme 
of colonization.. Further replying fo Mr. 
Mason, he declared that the United States 
our Own magnificent government, was the 
product of .the colonizafion plans of Great 
Britain and demanded to know whether mr. 
Mason would' desire to blot out that great 
work of England, : 

Mr, Tillman, of. Gouth..Carolina, inter- 
rupted Mr, Mason. and referring to the 
contest between Sweden and Norway and 
the practical severance of their relations, 
inquire@? why the Norwegians at home 
wanted liLerty, while those of the United 
States do not desire to give liberty to the 
Filipinos. : 


This reference to Mr. Nelson’s Norwe- 
gian birth aroused him. 


| “I am a citizen of the United States, Mr. 


President,” he ‘replied. am not repre- 
senting either the people or the govern- 
ment of Norway,. whose rights and liber- 
ties, I am satisfied,.are greater than those 
= people of South Carolina.” (Laugh- 
In his discussion of the situation in the 
Philippines when Admiral Dewey arrived at 
Manila on the memorable list of May, Mr. 
Nelson pointed out that the islanders were 
in a state of practical slavery. under the 
dominion of Spain. Aguinaldo had aban- 
doned them, he said, on the payment to 
him by Spain. of a paltry ‘‘thirty pieces of 
silver,”’ which in this case was to be $800,00, 
half of which amount the insurgent leader 
had already rereived.

She re- 
gretted very much that she had lost trace 
of him, but stil] hoped that some day she 
would hear from her nephew. 


Some time ago Miss Hutchins picked up. 


a copy of Tite Atlanta Constitution. She 
began to read about one James G. Wood- 
ward and became interested, as that was 
the name of her nephew, The more she 
thought about the matter, the more. inter- 
ested she became, until she finally penned 
a letter to The‘ Constitution inquiring the 
whereabouts of her nephew, stating his 
name and avocation, and asking if he was 
iiving or dead.

THEY MURDERED A A MERCHANT 


Attributed Their Disgrace to Liquor 
» and Bad Company. 


PRAYED FOR MAN WHO PULLED TRIGGER 


Particulars of the Murder for the Com. | 
mission of Which the Negroes 
; Were Hanged. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 20.—(Special.) 
Jobn and Henry Hall, both colored, broth- 
crs and murderers, weré hanged by order 
of court in the jail yard here today at 
noon, The, execution facilities were jim- 
ited and they were hbariged one at a time. 
Henry was hunged first. He was led to 
the scaffold attired in a new suit of biack 
clothes, He was as cheerful as a school- 
boy at a picnic, sang, in a gieeful fashion, 
the .anthem which the negro preacher 
present led, and during the preliminary 
nodded pleasantly to friends in the crowd. 
He was given an opportunity to address his 
friends, which he did after the charac- 
teristic fashion of an ignorant negro 
about to be ‘hung, attributing his crime to 
whisky. He admonished his hearers to 
beware of strong drink and avowing his 
conviction that his soul was none straight 
to heaven. 

The cap was fitted, the ene adjusted 
and without a quiver on the part of the 
culprit the trap was sprung and Henry's 
neck was broken. 

John Hall exhibited no less courage. 
When he mounted the scaffold he recog- 
nized, among the others on the platform, 
Mr. Sam Belser, uncle of the young man 
whom he and his brother had murdered, 
and approaching him said: 

“Howdy, Mr. Sam, please don’t have no 
hard feelings toward me.”’ 

John prayed fervently’ that the Lord 
would bless the man who pulled the trig- 
ger to break his neck, protesting that he 
was innocent. He died a few mihutes at- 
ter the trap was sprung. 

_ The Killing of Belser. 

The crime for which John and Henry 
Hall today paid the penalty wage an ex- 
ceedingly cowardly one. On the night of 
August 12th, of last year; the tWo men 
entered the general store of Mr. Hugh 
Belser, at Pike Road, a small community 
in thig county, and rendered themselves 
disagreeable by boisterousness and offi- 
clousness. Mr. James Belser, one of the 
clerks in the store, finally ordered them 
out. They left, but returned in a short 
while, the one with a double-barrelled 
shotgun, the other with a 3%-caliber pis- 
tol, and renewed their boisterous conduct. 
James Belser requested them to leave, and 
upon their refusai to do so undertook to 
push them out of the door. John Hall 
stepped back and fired at Belser with the 
pistol at close range, but missed him. 
Belser then sprang forward, wrested the 
pistol from the negro’s hands and fired 
into his breast. Just as he did so Henry 
Hall emptied the contents of both bar- 
rels of his shotgun into the body of the 
unfortunate young white man, who fell 
and expired immediately. 

John Hall was found the next morning 
a few hundred feet from the scene of the 
tragedy, with a pistol ball in hig breast, 
and after careful treatment was restored 
to health. Henry Hall fled, but was fol- 
lowed by a possee of Belser’s friends 
through the woods, some several hundred 
miles, into Florida, where he was cap- 
tured a week after his crime was com- 
mitted. The men were convicted in the 
city court here at its November sitting 
and their sentence was executed today. 
They were two ignorant fellows, about 
thirty years of age, and were drinking at 
the time of the murder of young Belser.

southward until the Golden Horn should 
have been brought within her limits, 
‘and it has equally .been the determin- 
ation of Great Britain that such a step 
should fail of accomplishment. It was 
for this purpose that the Crimean war 
was waged in 1854-55. That war re- 
sulted really in a.truce. between the 
powers engaged, which was effectual 
in holding back the further advance of 
the Russian .forces, while England be- 
came aware that she had to resort to 
other means to prevent the inevitable 
repetition of the Russian attempt to 
reach the Bosphorus. Thus she assumed 
the role of protecting the integrity of 
the Moslem empire, and when the time 
was ripe for it, landed her forces at 
Alexandria in order to uphold the au- 
therity of the sultan, which was threat- 
ened by Arabi Pasha and an ambitious 
khedive. For twenty-five years the 


‘British forces have remained in posses- 


sion of Egypt, ostensibly for the purpose 
ot protecting Turkish authority, . but 
really intrenching British power from 
year to year, 

The explorations of the Nile were but 
military maneuvers by which the lower 
provinces of the Soudan were reached, 
so that the entire Nile valley might be 
included within. British jurisdiction 
when the time came for its assertion. 
The race for Fashoda from the north by 
the British and from the west by, the 
French was one of intense moment; be- 


cause it meant either the accomplish-_ 


ment of British desires which had been 
maturing for years, or their defeat by 
the natives, whom the French had tak- 
en into their confidence. It was the im- 
portance of the stake which brought 
Engiand to the verge of war. with France 
over the possession of Fashoda. .The 
retreat of Major Marchand from this 
Soudanese city left the English masters 
of the situation,’and opened up the pos- 
sibility of a new African empire, stretch- 
ing from the cape to Cairo. 

At last the British authorities have 
thrown off the mask of being a protect- 
orate, and have assumed absolute author- 
ity and sovereignty, though nominally 
retaining the name of the khedive as the 
ruler of Egypt. It will be remarked 
that in the decree by which this asser- 
tion of sovereignty is made, while refer- 
ence is made to the khedive, the sultan 
is absolutely ignored. The next step 
which may be expected in this great. na- 
tional drama, which is to retire Turkey 
» from the, field of nations, will be the oc- 
cupation of Constantinople itself by Brit- 
ish forees. This will be done under the 
excuse of protecting the money interests 
of British subjects, but it will be an ac- 
tion by which the government itself will 
assume the full sovereignty of the ‘Turk- 
ish empire. It will occur just as quiet- 
ly and as effectively as did the occupa- 
tion of Alexandria, and will meet with 
just as little opposition from the pow- 
ers of Burope. The whole incident goes 
to show that it is the diplomat and not 
the warrior who builds up great empires 
and who keeps them together.

Editor Constitution—Ttie writer of this, 
@ faithful reader of your paper for many 
years, has read with deep interest the 
page devoted to agricultural matters, But 
nowhere do I find a satisfactory explana- 
tion of the overproduction of cotton and 
the consequent bankruptcy of the southern 
farmer. In the judgment’ of this corre- 
spondent, the cause and remedy of all this 
trouble can be stated in. a few words, 
to-wit: Cotton“is the financial basis of 
southern agriculture. The supply mer- 
chant will take a ler on no other crop 
as security for his debt... The supply mer- 
chant’s goods are ‘high (on credit) and he 
keeps all the ancounts, . Consequently the 
cotton crop (at least of the tenant : farmer) 
does not pay out and he must have more 
cotton the following year. He makes more 
cotton; the acreage is increased and the 
aggregate of the crop grows from year. to 
year until jt amounts to say 10,000,000 and 
upwards of bales in the year of 1898. 

The remedy—A class of supply merchants 
who will advance on and arcept payment 
in corn, sacked or in bullt; in wheat, oats. 
pork, beef, potatoes, ete., bet refuses to 
take cotton in liquidation: In other words, 
makes a cash market for something besides 
cotton. What says The Constitution to 
that view of the case?

Billups belonged to a class of physical 
idiocrats popularly known as ‘‘bleeders’’— 
a person, as the word implies, affected with 
a predisposition to bleed. Their blood lacks 
the peculiar property that causes coagula- 
tion. Hence, the slightest wounds are dan- 


gerous to their lives. For, once a flow of 


blood is started, to check it is almost im- | 


- possibie. 

Tbat the boy belonged to this class, his 
mother, Mrs. Robert R. Billups, and his 
grandfather, Major Houston, were aware. 
Some years ago a brother of his sustained 


a slight cut on the index finger, and the 
only way in which; the resulting loss of the 
vital fluid could be stopped was by the use 
of a tourniquet. They, therefore, supposed 
that the other son was similarly affected. 

‘When a few wecks ago he began shedding 
his milk teeth, and deve‘oping the perma- 
nent set, he was cautioned not to pull any 
of ‘the’ old ones out, no matter how loose 
they beeame—the idea being to let the new 
comers gradually and bloodiessly usurp 
the place of the old. He obeyed this in- 
junction rigidly, and all went well until 
Thursday. On that day, however, while 
eating dinner, he broke out one of the 
loosened old teeth. A great flow of blood 
instantly ensued, and never ceased until 
death claimed him. 

At first, various home remedies were re- 
sorted to to stop the bleeding. These all 
failing, physicians were summoned—Drs. 
Goss and Ramsey, of Decatur, and Dr. 
Elkin, of Atlanta. Their efforts, too, were 
fruitless. 

Late Thursday afternoon the boy's entire 
gum dropped out. This horrible complica- 
tion increased the affected surface mdny 
times, and, therefore, enormously increased 
the fiow of blood. Death

COUNCILMEN PETITION MAYOR 


New 


| $200,000 to $100,000, since the 
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Colonel A, F. Maddox Talks About His Bank's 


Bld~Action of the Mayor, 


TURNER INTERVIEWED ON ORDINANCE 


Treasurer Peeples May Not Resign His 
Position After All—He Will Make 
No Statement in Regard to 
Mayor Woodiward’s 
Action. 


Mayor Woodward yesterday afternoon 
signed the ordinanc2 passeq at the meet- 
ing of council last Monday, by which the 
degpsit of the city, except an amount 
kept for running expenses, is divided equal- 
ly between the Fourth National bank and 
Lowry Banking Company. 

Pressure had been brought to bear on 
the mayor to have the ordinance recommit- 
ted to council, but after a consultation 
with the city attorney he decided to sign 
the ordinance as it stood. 

A meeting of the finance committee was 
ca.led at the mayor’s office yesterday morn- 
ing to allow a hearing to the Maddox- 
Rucker Banking Company, but Mayor 
Woodward announced that the business 
friends of Treasurer Peeples had decided 
not to appear before the committee in per- 
son and had furnished in writing their ob- 
jection to the enforcing of the ordinanc . 

In making the decision, Mayor Woodward 
stated that he had governed solely by the 
law. He gaid: 

“The law has been complied with strict- 
ly by the committee in advertising four 
bids, and it was only justice to the banks 
that received the deposit to disregard the 
claims of the Maddox-Rucker Banking 
Company. 

“There was no reason why the ordinance 
should have been recommitted to eouncil 
when the Maddox-Rucker bank had as 
good opportunity as any bank in the city 


to get the deposit at the time the bids were 
asked for by the committee.” 


In the statement furnished the mayor by 
the Maddox-Rucker Banking Company of- 
ficials, they requested that the matter be 
recommitted to council, claiming that body 
acted hastily on the ordinance and partially 
abandoning the ground that the ordinance 
by which the city treasurer lost control of 
the depesit "was not legal. In addition to 
the argument presented by the Maddox- 
Rucker Banking Company, a petition was 
handed to the mayor yesterday signed by 
a large number of councilmen, requesting 
that the ordinance be recommitted to coun- 
cil on the ground that gufficient cons:dera- 
tion had not been given to it at the meet- 
ing last Monday. 

Will Treasurer Peeples Resign? 

The action of Mayor Woodward in plac- 
ing his signature to the’ ordinance, thereby 
making it a law, makes the question of 
the resignation of City Treasurer Peeples 
an interesting one. Mr. Peeples stated to 
a representative of The Constitution that 
in case the ordinance became a law 
he would in all probability s2nd in hig res- 
ignation as treasurer, to which he was 
elected by a large majority at the last 
election, 

When told yesterday afternoon that May- 
or Woodward has placed his signature to 
the ordinance, Treasurer Peeples stated 
that he was not surprised, but had com> 
to no decision in the matter or resigning. 
He said: 


“I have not yet talked the matter over 
to-my people and cannot say what I in- 
tend to do. I had thought of sending in 
my resignation, but nothing definite has 
been decided.’’ 


Talk with Colonel Maddox. 

Colonel R, Maddox, when informed 
that the mayor had signed the ordinance 
by which the money of the city was to 
be taken from his bank, said that he was 
in no way surprised, but could not say 
what the outcome would be. To the sug- 
gestion that the action of Mayor Wood- 
ward wou:d produce a change of affairs, he 


said: 

“Yes, I thought the mayor would do as 
he did from what I had heard, but had he 
vetoed it, it would have b en thrown back 
in council and we would probably have 
been compelled to give security for the de- 
posit, which I am opposed to doing. 

“We decided this morning that we would 
not make another proposition for the mon- 
ey, but will have nothing more to do with 
it. As soon as I found out that a large 
bond would have to be furnished by tne 
banks designated, I decided I would not 
sign it; we have never given security to 
our depositors, preferring one above the 
other, and do not’believe it good banking. 

“Tl don’t know what course Mr. Peeples 
will pursue, but if there ils a vacancy and 
another treasurer is to be elected, I hope 
they will elect Mr. Joseph T. Orme, the old 
jreasurer, andylet him put the_money back 
=< tha ry Banking Company, where it 
seems to belong. 

“We do not need this deposit,’’ he con- 
tinued, “we are fuil of business at all 
times, and have no time to be continually 
harrassed by opposition. Mr. Rucker and 
I have been doing business here in Atlan. 
to for forty years, and the Maddox-Rucker 
Banking Company has nevcr handled a 
dollar’s deposit from the city or state, but 
we have done well, and I believe we will 
continue to have the respect and good will 
of the soc e. 

“Mir. Peeples won his race for treasurer 
fairy and squarely, and we are confident 
if the wish of three-fourths of the voters of 
Atianta had been carried out the get 
would have been left with our bank. ow- 
ever, we find that we are not able to com- 

te with the methods which conirol to- 

y, and we do not care to learn.” 

In taking the deposit of the city the 
Fourth National bank and Lowry Banking 
Company will be compelled to give a bond 
of $100,000 each as security to the city.

Chairman Turner States Position. 

Dr. J. D. Turner, chairman of the finance 
committee, in which body the ordinance for 
disposing of the deposit of the city between 
the Fourth National and Lowry bank orig- 
inated, stated last night to a representative 
of The Constitution that his position had 
been misrepresented to the people of the 


city. Dr. Turner said: 

“Without discussing the action of the 
mayor in signing the ordinance, I wish to 
say that I nor any other member of the 
committee was actuated by any motive of 
revenge in recommending that the deposit 
be given to the banks offering the best in- 
terest. 

“It was a purely business proposition that 
sought the best result, while depositing the 
money of the city, and the action of the 
committee was fair to all the banks, and 
especially so to the Maddox-KRucker Bank- 
ing Company. 

“In regard to the covert charge that the 
Fourth National was a successful bidder 
for the reason that I am a director in that 
concern, I wish to say in no way did JI in- 
fiuence the action of the directors in bidding 
on the deposit. 

“While talking to the. president of the 
Fourth National and the cashier, I stated 
that I could have no say in what the bank 
did in that case; that I was representing the 
city and not.them. 

“Tt even went so far as to state to the 
officers in conversation that if I would take 
any part in the meeting at which the bids 
were to be considered I should advise them 
not to offer any interest. 

“The charge is made by the Maddox- 
Rucker bank that there was not a quorum 
at the meeting during which the finance 
committee passed the resolution to accept 
the bids of the Fourth National and Lowry 
banks. I want to say that every member 
of the committee was in his seat, with the 
exception of Alderman Rice, who was out 
of the city. There are seven members of 
tthe committee, and six, including myself, 
were present, and all of them voted to ac- 
cept the bid« of these two banks. 

“Maddox & Rucker say that their bid 
was not read at the meeting of council last 
Monday. I wish to say that none of the 
bids were read, and no one, so far as I 
know, suggested that they be read. 

‘In the committee room the bid of the 
Maddox-Rucker bank was the only one I 
read to the members twice. I advised them 
to consider the proposition well, as they 
offered no interest on deposit, but agreed 
to. lend the city money free of interest. The 
motion to accept the bids of two banks 
offering interest was not made by me. 

“In dealing. with: the city I have always 
done as though I were conducting my own 
business, and have been ready to do all 
that: tended to increase the treasury and 
give the city more funds.”’ 

Captain English Talks. 

Captain English, of the Fourth National 
bank, stated that the chairman of the fi- 
nance committee had taken no part in the 
action of the bank in offering interest on 
the city deposit. He said: 

“Dr. Turner stated to us that he was 
acting for the city, and could not attend the 
meeting at which it was agreed to give in- 
terest. He even went so far as to say it 
would be his advice not to offer interest on 
the deposit. He was surprised, I know, 
when he learned that the bank had agreed 
to give the city 2 per cent.’ 

Captain Lowry Has a Word. 

Captain R. J. Lowry, of the Lowry Bank- 
ing Company, in reference to the action of 
Mayor Woodward, had the following state- 
ment to make: 

“We have nothing to say on the subject 
further than to state that the chairman of 
the finance committee wrote us a very 
courteous letter asking for a bid on the 
city’s funds, which bid we made, and which 
we understand has been accepted, and the 
Lowry Banking Company named as one of 
the city depositories as has also the Fourth 
National bank. 

“We have not allowed ourselves to be 
dragged into any controversy over this 
matter, being perfectly willing to abide by 
the action of the mayor and general coun- 
cil, whatever it_might be, 

“The law has been observed, and all law- 
abiding citizens will, of course, approve of 
what has been done in the premises.” 

Maddox-Rucker Bank’s Statement. 

The statement of the Maddox-Rucker 
Banking Company, giving their reasons 
why the mayor should not give his signa- 
ture to the ordinance, was presented in 
writing yesterday morning and after care- 
fully considering it the mayor signed the 
ordinance. ‘The following is the statement 
of the Maddox-Rucker Lank: 

“Atlanta, Ga., January 20, 1899.—Hon., 
James G. Woodward, Mayor, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: After careiu) retlection, we have 
determined to present our case to you in 
writing, insteag of appearing in persen be- 
fore tue finance committee. We desire to 
submit the following, among other reasons, 
why we urge that the action of the council 
upon the subject of the deposit of the city’s 
money be re.erred back to the council for 
fulier consideration: 

“l. We call your attention to fhe fact 
that this provision of the charter has ex- 
isted for a number of years, and has never 
heretofore been enforced. The present ef- 
fort to enforce it falls within the genera) 
authority given to the council in regard to 
depositing the city’s money, and does not 
come up to the first portion of the act, 
which requires that the money shall be 
placed in four banks. By the portion of 
the act under which the city council is now 
proceeding to deposit this money, a very 
broad discretion is given to the council to 
make such arrangement as in its wisdom 
is deemed Lest. The council heretofore re- 
ceived an offer from us to pay 2 per cent 
for meney. It was within the discretion 
of the council then, under the portion of the 
charter which is now controlling their ac- 
tion, to have allowed us to receive the 
money, yet the council preferred to wave it 
with the Lowry bank, because the treas- 
urer of the city was the cash*®P of the 
Lowry bank, accepting from the Lowry 
bank an offer to furnish the city money, 
when the city needed money, at 3 per cent. 
We were advised of the fact that there 
would probably not be four banks which 
would bid for the money under the first 
part of the legislative enactment on this 
subject, and.that action would devolve 
upon the council under the latter portion 
of the act, leaving the action almost entire. 
ly within the discretion of the council. As 
the cashier of our bank had been over- 
whelmingly elected by the people treasurer, 
in a race against the cashier of the Low- 
ry bank, we felt that the council would 
again be governed in its decision as it was 
on the former Occasion. They rejected 2 
per cent from us to leave the money with 
the Lowry bank, and we, therefore. offered 
to furnish the city what money it needed 
free of any charge during the coming year, 
making our offer much better than the one 
which was accepted three years ago from 
the Lowry bank. 


Good Terms Offere?. 


‘We feel that the race which took place 
between the two cashiers with the supposi- 
tion that the law would be enfored during 
the next two years as it thas been in the 
past, and we have offered you very much 
better terms than those under which you 
rejected 2 per cent from us and kept the 
money in the Lowry lank, simply because 
the cashier of the Lowry bank was treas- 
urer of the city. This action of the council 
was hastily passed, without that full con- 
sideration which we think could with pro- 
priety have been given to the subject. Two

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Touches on New Extensions and Says They 
Will Not Be Profitable, 
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$100,000 ENOUGH FOR CAPITAL STOCK 


Makes Charges Against Atlanta Rail- 
way Company—Perkins and Fran- 
chise Cases Were To Have 
Been Heard Today by 
Judge Candler.

The cases of T. P. Perkins vs. the 
Atlanta Railway Company and of the 
Consolidated against the same compa- 
ny will not come ap for trial in ths 
superior court before Judge Candler 
this morning, as he has been called 
to Jacksonville, Fla., by the death of 
Mrs. Sutton, the grandmother of 
Mrs. Candler. The hearing has been 
reset for Saturday, January 28. 

In the meantime, Charles T. Hopkins, 
representing Mr. Perkins, filed a very sen- 
sational amendment to his original bill 
yesterday, in which he makes some inter- 
esting allegations about the proposed ex- 
tensions and increase of capital of the At- 
lanta railway, and asks that the court re- 
Strain said company from increasing its 
capital stock or bonded indebtedness above 
the sum of $100,000, and from building its 
proposed line to the city waterworks. 

The amendment claims that the exten- 
sions contemplated within the city limits 
are of surh a character that will make it 
doubtfu] whether sufficient income can be 
realized to pay the cost of operation, It 
is alleged that to build and maintain such 
a line to the waterworks can have but 
one or two purposes—to enhance adjacent 
property not belonging to defendant. or 
to furnish a basis for the statement that 
the lines of the defendant company will 
consist of a certain number of miles. 


Amendment of Mr. Hopkins, 

The amendment filed by Mr. Hopkins yes- 
terday is as follows: 

“The extensions proposed to be made by 
defendants upon the streets and routes 
described in the franchises mentioned in 
the original petition, cover some eight or 
ten miles. To build, fully equip and put in 
Operation such extensions wiil cost from 
$8,000 to $10,000 per mile, The sum of mon- 
ey, therefore, required for these purposes 
will be from $80,000 to $100,000. The corpora- 
tion, while as presently constituted, is per- 
fectly able to mé#t its interést charges and 
operating expenses, has no money with 
which to build the proposed extensions. 

‘The extensions contemplated within the 
city limits are of such character and over 
Such streets ag make it exceedingly doubt- 
ful whether sufficient income can be real- 
ized to pay the costs of operation. 

“Without an exception, the proposed lines 
within the city limits compete with, are 
parallel to and enter parts of the city 
which are already occupied by lines of the 
Consolidated Street railroad. The line pro- 
posed to West End ‘would form a third 
line running through practically the same 
territory as the two lines now in existence 
by the corporation mentioned. The line 
proposed to the waterworks runs substan- 
tially through the same territory as the 
line out Marietta street of the Consolidated 
street railroad ratiroad. The fine proposed 
to Grant Park reaches a place which is 
popular only during the heated days of 
the summer. The defendant company now 
has one line to Grant park and the pro- 
posed line will give four lines to that place. 
The line proposed to be buift to the city 
waterworks will, after leaving the city lim- 
its, pay nothing. After leaving the incor- 
porated limits, said line will run from a 
mile and a half to two miles and a half 
through a country that has substantially 
no population, and it will reach a place 
where the only patfonage will be possible 
conveyance of the few employees engaged 
at the waterworks. To build and main- 
tain such a line will not be in the interest 
of either the present stockholders or the 
proposed stockholders, and can have but 
one of two purposes—to either furnish a 
means of enhancing abutting property, 
which does not belong to the defendant, 
or to simply furnish the pasis for a gtate- 
ment that the lines of the defendant com- 
pany will contain a certain number of miles.

The old rate of 49 cents per 100 pounds 
on cotton from Atlanta and Athens to 
Portsmouth was dropped yesterday morn- 
ing to 25 cents, and the former rate of 43 
,cents from here to Charleston, Savannah 
and Brunswick was reduced to 19 cents. 

This was a reduction of 24 cents per 100 
pounds to Portsmouth and to the south 
Atlantic ports, the difference of 6 cents 
being maintained. 

The situation was very much mixed yes- 
terday. Hardly any two railway men en- 
tertained the same view. Some thought 
that the cut had come to stay for some 
time. Others felt, that the trouble would 
be adjusted before long. 

One no@ceable feature is that the Sea- 
board is not censured by its competitors so 
much as might be expected vider the cir- 
cumstances. The truth is the other roads 
entering Atlanta generally agree that the 
Seaboard had considerable provocation. It 
got its share here, but at Athens it could 
not g@t any cotton for Portsmouth. The 
inference was that somebody was giving a 
concession to the shippers. 

It is rather hard to get the railway men 
to say whom they suspect, but they do 
geem to Have their minds made up on that 
point. Here in Atlanta it is said that the 
initial lines were all straight. 

One idea advanced yesterday was that 
the Seaboard’s policy was to bring about 
@ prompt adjustment. A sharp open cut is 
usually more effective than a secret war- 
fare for securing peace. While the local 
rate from Atlanta to the south Atlantic 
ports has been 43 cents per 100 pounds, as 
a matter of fact, very little cotton moved 
on that rate. Atlanta’s mills consume as 
much cotton as comes here locally, and 
while Atlanta proper cotton is shipped to 
the ports, it generally, if not invariably, 
goes out under the substitution arrange- 
ment. A cotton merchant may have 100 
bales consigned from Douglasville for 
Brunswick, but that 100 bales stops at the 
compress here. The shipper thas the privil- 
ege if he desires of substituting 100 bales 
of Atlanta or any other cotton for that 100 
bales. Under this arrangement the Atlanta 
proper cotton is carried on the through 
rate, and the proportion from Atlanta to 
Brunswick or Savannah is 25 cents. From 
this is deducted 3 cents for terminal charges 
and 8% cents for compression. This leaves 
only 13% cents for the road hauling the 
cotton from Atlanta to the port. 

The maximum weight of compressed cot- 
ton which can be loaded on an ordinary 
freight car is 25,000 pounds, and the total 
revenue which the road gets for hauling the 
load of cotton from here to Brunswick, 
Savannah or Charleston is $33.75. This is 
considered a very small sum for the ser- 
vice. Railway men say that flour and meat 
pay better, for the reason that they can 
get so much more weight on acar. 

Permission was granted yesterday by the 
railroad commission to the Southern rail- 
way to put in the 25-cent rate from Atlanta 
to Brunswick and Savannah in order to 
meet the competition by way of Ports- 
mouth, It is no uncommon thing for state 
commissions and the interstate commerce 
commission to recognize the force of com- 
petition of common carriers beyond their 
jurisdiction and to allow in exceptional 
cases, such as the present one, roads to 
charge less for the long haul than for a 
short one. 

The traffic conference has adjourned at 
Palm Beach, and the officials who were 
down there during the early part of the 
weex will be back this morning. So far as 
iearned, they did not take up this Atlanta 
cotton situation.

Yesterday was a field day for divorces 
in the superior court. No less than eight 
verdicts of divorce were four@ by juries 
and legal separations granted. Some of 
the verdicts were only the first and the 
decree of the court was not issued, in 
other cases the verdict Was a second onc 
and carried with it total separation for 
all time. 

During the day, too, there Was some 
spicy evidence brought out, either by 
the plaintiff or defendant, usually by the 
former in order to show Cause why the 
divorce ghould be granted, Cruel treat- 
ment was the prevailing cause. Anything 
constitutes cruel treatment in a court pe- 
tition for divorce—drunkenness,, failure to 
support, desertion, abuse and many others 
of the various kinds and degrees. 

The following were given verdicts of 
divorce: Nancy Ansley vs. Henry Ans- 
ley, Lizzie G, Turquitt vs. W. W. Tur- 
quitt, William M. Durham vs. Arta Bowen 
Durham, Lizzie DB, French vs. George H. 
French, Wessie Ruggles vs. E. M. Rug- 
gles, Stella R. Weld vs. Thomas D. Weld, 
P. Brady vs. P. H. Brady and M. E. 
White vs. Robert L. White. 

Very few of the cases were contested. 
In some of them the defendant did not ap- 
pear and in none were the verdicts con- 
trary to the prayer of the plaintiff. The 
testimony of the plaintiff was so strong 
in many of the cases that the jury did not 
retiré to make a verdict. All degrees of 
doméstic quarrels, disagreements and mis- 
understandings were narrated, 

It was the last day of the present term 
at whieh jury verdicts will be rendered, 
and this was the cause of the many ap- 
plicants appearing in the courtroom on 
the same day.

CUT HALE PER CENT MORE THAN LAST YEAR 


Finance Committee of Board of Educa- 
tion Says Cut Was Only Thing 
That Could Be Done.

The public schoo] teachers will not receive 
as much salary this year as jast. The 
finance committee of the board of educa- 
tion has found that in order to pay the 
teachers thig year out of the appropria- 
tion made by the council for that purpose 
it will be necessary to cut the figures of 
original salaries about 8 per cent. 

Last year the salaries were eut 7% per 
cent and the cut this year is a little over 
one-half per cent more. In its report made 
January 5th, the finance committee of the 
board of education stated that the amount 
necessary for salaries was $142,634 and the 
appropriation made to meet that was $131,- 
098, just $11,589 less that the amount asked 
for. 

In order to pay the teachers, the commit- 
tee instructed Superintendent W. F. Slaton 
to cut salaries 8 per cent. The real reduc- 
tion is a fraction over 8 per cent, but it is 
estimated that sickness among the teachers 
will reduce the cut to 8 per cent. 

This reduction affects all connected with 
the public school system, from the super- 
intendent down, an@ comes somewhat in 
the nature of a surprise to many. While 
it was not expected that the salaries would 
be put back to the original figures this 
year, a greater reduction was not looked 
for, as it was thought that enough would 
Le appropriated to keep it within the cut 
of 7% per cent made last year. 

The additional cut of % per cent is made 
necessary by extra expenses incurred this 
year. 

Judge J. G. Bloodworth, chairman of 
the finance committee of the board of edu- 
cation, says that with the appropriation 
made, there was nothing else to do but 
cut salaries in order to pay the teachers. 

“In our report to the council,” said he, 
‘we stated the amount necessary for sala- 


‘ries for the year, but the appropriation 


made fell short of the required sum and 
the only thing to be done wus to make such 
reductions in salaries as would permit of 
the amount being proportioned‘out.” 

The matter will be presented to the board 
at the next meeting to be held on Thurs- 
day, January 2th, and at that time the 
action of the committee will be approved.

Press: The cotton market showed pronounc- 
ed leaning toward the bull side pretty much 
ail day. The most prominent feature of de- 
yelopments was a sharp turn of New Or- 
leans and Liverpool shorts and a certain 
well-known oversold export house, this buy- 
ing for the most = being in the January, 
March and May deliveries. Throughout the 
day tliese positions showed a relatively 
much firmer position to the rest of the list, 
Jaruary, in fact, reaching a lever 10 points 
Over the final figure of yesterday. While 
steady in tone at the start, prices went off 
1 to 4 points in sympathy with weakness in 
Liverpool futures. Reports of continued 


good weather over the cotton belt and pros- 


ge of a larger movement at the ports 
or the day than had been anticipated added 
to the reactionary condition of the early 
market.” Shortly after the call, however, 
wire investment orders began to arrive, 
which, with active demand for Wall street 
account, led to a turn in the course of the 
market. Late cables refiected a more stable 
feeling abroad, southern dispatches indi- 
cated firmer spot markets, dilatory crop 
preparations and unsettled weather pros- 
pects, all of which operated to undermine 
the position of shorts. Covering became 
general and for a time the bulls were in 
control. A further rise in stocks sentimen- 
tally influenced the cotton market and led 
to talk of the speculative public directing 
more attention to the staple. The late 
market was rather less active but displayed 
well sustained strength. The local trade 
was also disappointed in the smaller spot 
sales abroad, but 10,000 bales being reported. 
Reports from New England showed yarns 
and cloths to be in brisk demand at outside 
rices. The market closed very steady at a 


loss of 1 point to a net gain of 8 points. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York. January 20.—An average 
amount of business was reported in cotton 
goods today without quotable change in 
prices. Sellers, as a rule, maintained quite 
a firm attitude. The daily sales took care 
of the production now already under con- 
tract, and there was no accumulation of 
stock. The genera) impression here is that 
prices will again move upward in cotton 
before long. Print cloths were very firm, 
but the demand quiet. The demand for 
heavy weight wovolens and worsieds for 
men’s wear was moderate, and there was 
no change in the price situation.

Cotton Shows & Slight Gain with an 
Urgent Demand for the Bet- © 
tér Grades. 


New York, January 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say tomor- 
row: 

“A new year opens brilliantly. Too many 
traders ‘have to wait for the demand whicn 
in winter comes slowly. The industries: re- 
sist fairly well the tendency to unlimited 
expansion which some have to meet. Spec- 
ulation in products is gaining but little, 
while small stocks and an enormous vol- 
ume Of business results in continually 
higher prices. The volume of payments 
through clearing houses is extraordinary— 
2.7 per cent larger than last year, 96.9 per 
cent larger than in 1897 and 51.5 per cent 
larger than in 1892, even the transactions 
outside of New York showing a gain over 
1892 of 44.6 per cent. Specuiation at New 
York therefore cannot be the main cause 
of gain. Difficulties between holders of 
material and manufacturers continue to 
hinder in some industries, and in some may 
prove seriously embarrassing, but the acti- 
vity is on the whole unsurpassed hitherto, 
and the volume of traffic is beyond ali ex- 
pectations. : 

“In some branches consumption is run- 
ning beyond the producting capacity, but 
in others it is hindered by doubts about 
future supplies and prices of mateerials. 

“The woolen manufacture is still waiting 
with only a moderate demand for goods as 
yet. The production is large, and consider- 
ably larger than in recent years, but does 
not nearly approach the capacity of the 
mills. Sales of wools for the past three 
weeks at three centers of the eastern mar- 
kets have been 16,495,800 pounds, against 
22,322,970 last year, and prices of domestic 
fleece are lower with present demand run- 
ning largely to quarter and half blood and 
Australian cross-bred. But there is not 
enough change in material or in. demand 
for goods to encourage heavy buying by 
manufacturers as yet. 

‘The cotton manufacture has a large de- 
mand for goods, but raw cotton thas so 
repidly advanced that possibie buyers ap- 
prehend a fall, and there is hesitation in 
the purchases of staples. With receipts of 
cotton far ahead of last year’s from the 
greatest crop then ever raised, there is now 
apprehension that goed qualities may fall 
short before the year closes. Much cotton 
remains in the fields yet unpicked on ac- 
count of bad weather, and is deteriorating 
in quality. 

“The silk manufactute, notwithstanding 
many threats of its interferences and dis- 
putes about duties, seems to be making 
steady progress, 

“The iron and steel manufacture leads all 
others in the volume of new businegs. 
While productions is much the largest ever 
known many of the worksare withdrawing 
all quotations or naming prohibitory prices 
in order to check orders which they cannot 
fill for months to come, ané@ do not want 
to accept at current prices, The number 
of such works is rapidly increasing, as the 
demand for materials covers many months’ 
capacity. Bessemer pig is a shade lower 
at $10.90, with sales of 25,000 tons at Pitts- 
burg, and there is something like a famine 
in‘ grey forge with sales at $9.75. While 
finished products are in very great demand 
the week shows no advance a prices, ex- 
copting : Se per ton in steel ratis at the 
east. 

“The conditions favor a continuance of 
the extraordinary forefen trade, which re- 
sulted in the greater balance in favor of 
this country ever.known. January, this 
year, indicates a similar excess of exports 
over imports, and while wheat experts have 
increased every month since last Aucuat, 
there have been in three weeks 15.078.077 
bushels, flour included, from. both coasts, 
against 11.99.92 bushels last year. 

“Corn exports have been quite upto last 
year’s unprecedented record. amounting to 
9.609.899 bushels, acathst 9,270,189 for three 
weeks of January last vear, although prices 
have decitned about ‘balf.a cent. A cantest 
between speculators in wheat at the west 
and at the east has theld prices fairly 
or with an advance of only %c for the 
week,

Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York, January 20.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say: 

“The continued strength of staple values, 
accentuated this week by further advances 
in iron and steel and other metals and in 
eotton at the south, has undoubtedly added 
to the confidence with which the outlook 
for the ensuing year.is regarded. That 
this confidence has a fair basis in fact will 
be gathered from the reports received from 
the iron and cotton goods trades. The firm- 
ness in cotton goods being of considerable 
interest in. view of the depression ruling 
throughout the largér part or last year. 
Good trade advices from abroad, a reduced 
movement at the south and a tendency to 
pare down estimates are’ reflected in the 
slight gain in raw cotton values this week. 
The advance shown, however, hardly re- 
flects the urgency noted in the demand for 
the better grades of cotton, which this year 
are scarcer than usual, owing to bad 
weather during the picking season. 

“The iron trade situation remains, ~as 
for some time past, a feature of absorbing 
Interest. Large asx the production of pig 
fron is, eager buyers are found apparently 
for every ton offered. A strong side light 
upon the strength of tron and steel the 
world over is offered by the statement 
that iron in Glasgow this week reached the 
highest prices noted for ten years past. 
Features of the domestic market have been 
gains in prices of Bessemer and southern 
pig, steel billets, wire rods and steel rails, 
and in addition, copper, lead and tin are 
all higher. 

“Little change is reportable in the miar- 
ket for cereals, and the market for cash 
wheat still reflects the commanding posi- 
tion held by the United States as the sup- 
plier of the world’s wheat, notwithstanding 
the predictions of near approaching compe- 
tition from Argentina and from Russia, 
shipments from which, particularly the lat- 
ter, do not all accord with the liberal esti- 
mates of production published some lIttle 
time ago. 

“There is a perceptible improvement in 
the demand for dry goods, particularly cot- 
ork and Boston, where 
late advances are firmly held. There is also 
ony doing in dress woolens at those mar- 

ets. 

‘The lumber trade at most markets is 
In a satisfactory condition. The strength 
of prices is unimpaired, and advances in 
white pine are reported from the west, 
while in hard woods values and confidence 
are alike unchanged. Advices as to general 
distributive trade are quite favorable. Raw 
wool is dull, but steady. At the London 
sale prices have opened higher ana the pre- 
diction is made- that present American 
stocks of wool will have to be replaced at 
a considerably ‘higher range of values. 

“The outlook in the. boot and shoe trade 
is regarded as , and a fair business is 
doing at steady prices in hides and leather.”

MOVEMENT MEETS WITH 
ENTHUSIASTIC SUPPORT 


Prominent Ladies Talk of the Un- 
dertaking and Feel Assured That 
the Home Will Be Estab- 

_+ lished—The Need of 
the Institution. 


Atlanta is to have that much-needed in- 
' stitution—a working woman’s home. The 
movement has been practically started by 
contributions for the purpose of $250 from 
Mr. BE. S. Mumford, and $100 from Mrs. 


William Witham. 

For some months past a number of At- 
Janta’s philanthropic women appreciating 
the necessity for such an institution have 
discussed its practicability and the proper 
methods for procedure in inaugurating the 
movement. A number of incidents have 
arisen that prove the necessity for the 
home, and its establishment will be under- 
taken by such prominent women as Mrs. 
Hugh T. Inman, Mrs. William Witham, 
Mrs. E. L. Mumford, Mrs. Frank Logan, 
Mrs. Preston Arkwright, Mrs. W. 8. Elkin, 
Miss Elia Powell, Miss Elizabeth Venable 


and others. 

These ladies associated with the various 
institutions of the city, have been placed in 
a position to realize that a working wo- 
man’s thome is necessary, and their idea is 
to establish it with a threefold object, that 
of affording a home for aged working wo- 
men who have none of their own; a place 
of board and lodging for respectable women 
strangers in the city in search of work or 
permanent homes, and for young working 
women who may have no home in the city 
and who desire comforts, as well as the 
protection that would be given them in such 
an institution. It is proposed to establish 
in further interest of these young women, 
a department in the home where they can 
receive industrial training and where they 
may perfect themselves to fill competent 
positions in the line of work for which they 
nay scem best fitted. 

A home of this kind will include the ob- 
jects for which were organized the Louise 
Home, of Washington; the Industrial Home, 
of Philadelphia, and the Woman’s Apart- 
ment House, of New York city, all three 
recognized as among the best in their line 
in the country. 

The object of the working woman’s home 
in Atlanta will be to help the inmates to 
help. themselves and to. afford encourage- 
ment especially to young working women 
who may desire instruction in industrial 
pursuits, and who may come to Atlanta 
from other sections of the state in search 
of employment. : 

The ladies interested in the movement 
are receiving co-operation on all sides and 
there is no doubt that in a very short time 
they will be sufficiently well supported 
financially and otherwise to formulate their 
plans for organized work. 

Through Miss Ella Powell, Mr. E. L. 
Mumford and Mrs. William Witham made 
Their generous donations, Miss Powell 
having made a formal appeal for such a 
home through the columns of The Satur- 
day Review, and which was copied in The 
Constitution, when in her New Year’s ad- 
dress to the patriotic young women of At- 
jlanta, she urged them to continue their 
g00d work in the interest of a working 
woman's home. 

In regard to the movement Mrs. Hugh 
inman said yesterday: 

“I am heartily in sympathy with the es- 
tablishment of such an institution, and be- 
jieve that there is the greatest necessity 
for it in Atlanta. I am convinced that, 
especially in industria) lines, there are a 
mumber of young women who, could they 
receive the proper training, would be in a 
Position, not only to help themselves, but 
to help others. In an institution, such: as 
is proposed in the working woman’s home, 
they could acquire this training, as well as 
@ place of protection and comfort, in the 
case of those having no homes of their 
own,” .

I mean that class who, overcome by 
féeble health, may be unable by their own 
hands to securé a home and support them- 
selves. Such women, domiciled in a com- 
fortable place, might, like the old women 
in the industrial home of Philadelphia, earn 
sufficient money by mending and plain sew- 
ing to pay for their board and lodging.

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FIRE DID LITTLE DAMAGE. 


Fire Department Had Hard Work in 
Cham berlin-Johnson-DuBose 
Building This Morning. 

The building of the Chamberlin-Johnson- 
DuBose Company, corner Whitehall and 
Hunter streets, escaped serious damage 
by fire at an early hour this morning only 
by the prompt action of the fire depart- 
ment.

New York Engineer Tried Before a dus-. 


tice Yesterday. 
LITTLE EVIDENCE WAS HEARD 


Prosecutor Taylor Was the Only Man 
Placed on Stand. 


NO WITNESSES FOR DEFENSE REQUIRED 


Mr. Spalding Proved That Taylor Had 
Transferred His Interests—Bail 
Trover Comes Up Today. 


Ernest W. Cooke, the New York engineer, 
who was arrested in this city several days 
ago at the instance of John W. Taylor, was 
acquitted of the charge of larceny by Judge 
Bloo@worth yesterday afternoon. The de- 
fendant was exonerated of all charges 
against him. 

Taylor’s prosceution of Cooke on account 
of the alleged theft of some important pa- 
pers which Taylor said Lelonged to him, 
has not only created something of a sen- 
sation in Atlanta, but has been watched 
with interest in financial circles east, where 
all the parties to the case are well known. 
Cook is the representative of Emerson, Mc- 
Millan & Co., one of the most prominent 
and one of the wealthiest banking firms in 
New York city. S. Fahs Smith, of the firm 
of S. Morgan Smith Conpany, wealthy 
manufacturers of York, Pa., was also ar- 
rested at the instance of Taylor on the 
charge of conspiracy, and he was also ex- 
onerated. It is not often, therefore, that 
Judge Bloodworth hag ‘such distinguished 
pleader’s in his court, or a case of such im- 
portance. 

The differences grew out of the plan to 
harness the Chattahoochee river near At- 
lanta, and to furnish electric and water 
power for this city. Taylor and Cooke were 


among the promoters of the enterprise, and | 


it was charged by Taylor that Cooke stole 
certain contracts in the shape of corre- 
spondence Taylor had made with Emer- 
son, MoMillan & Co., of New York. Cooke 
denied the charge and the case which came 
up for trial before Judge Bloodworth yes- 
terday afternoon took rather an unexpected 
turn, the warrant heing dismissed before 
the defense had an opportunity to introduce 
a single witness. 
Taylor on the Stand. 

Cooke was represented by King & Spald- 
ing, of Atlanta, and Judge Perry, of 
Gainesville. Taylor was represented by 
Fulton Colville. He was the first and only 
witness. His story of the alleged theft 
of the papers Ly Cooke was as follows: 


“The papers stolen from me by Cooke 
were contracts between myself and Emer- 
son, (McMillan & Co., of New York, in the 
Shape of letters. It was in June, 18$7, in 
my room at the Aragon hotel. Cook and I 
were down here looking over the prospect 
for harnessing the river, and we had my 
contracts, ete., spread out on the 
center table. J] left the room for a short 
while, leaving Cooke there. When I re- 
turned I placed the papers, without look- 
ing at them, in a grip, which I locked. 
When I opened the grip several days af- 
terwards I noticed that the contracts were 
gone. Some time later I was in Cooke's 
office in New York, and I noticed my con- 
tracts—the very ones he had stolen from 
me—on his deck. I asked him for them, 
but he never gave them to me. I sent to 
him several times for them and he never 
returned them.,’’ 


On the cross-examination, Jack J. Spald- 
ing showed Taylor a file of papers, contain- 
ing certain contracts and correspondence 
between the Smiths, Cooke and Taylor. 
Taylor, after examining the papers, stated 
they were genuine. The attorney then read 
the papers before the court. They showed 
that Taylor had sold out his interest, in- 
cluding all properties, etc., in the river 
plan to the Smiths, and that Taylor had 
written a letter acknowledging he had no 
further interest in the movement here. The 
papers also showed that since the alleged 
steal of the contracts here, Taylor had 
given Cooke the power of attorney for him 
in two instances. Fulton Colville claimed 
that the contracts between Smith and 
Taylor did not show the real intention of 
the deal, but Judge Bloodworth could not 
see it that way, and stating that he saw no 
use in spending further time on the case, 
he dismissed the warrant without more 
ado. 

Would Have Been Sensational. 

Mr. Spalding stated that had he been al- 
lowed to introduce his testimony he would 
have proved by R. H. Smith, of Gatnes- 
ville, and by S. Morgan Smith, of York, 
Pa., that Taylor had shown each of them 
the very identical papers he claims Cooke 
stole from him since the date of the al- 
leged theft at the Aragon hotel. 

Mr. Gordon, who the prosecution claimed 
Wednesday was such an important witness, 
was present yesterday, but was not put on 
the stand. The case was continued on 


Wednesday on account of the absence of { 


Gordon. Taylor claimed that Gordon told 
him that Cooke had told Gordon that he 
had the contract papers alleged to have 
been stolen. Mr. Gordon stated yesterday 
he never made any such statement to Tay- 
lor, and that Cooke had never made any 
such. statement to ‘him.

With his hands free and the.sweet strains 
floating from the piano, the idea occurred 
to him that he might use his hands to ad- 
vantage on some other instrument or in- 
struments. . : 

And this is what he does. 

With a tharmonica held to his mouth by 
the aid of a wire frame, a sweet toned 
drum strapped about his neck and a pair 
of tuneful bones in his fingers, he makes 
by himself and orchestra of astounding pro- 
portions so far as the sound is concerned. A 
solo on the drum would of course lack that 
sweetness that all music should have, but 
when it is blended with the strains of a 
harmonica and the tuneful tones of a pair 
of bones, accompanied by the aid of the 
foot harmonica, the music is @ little less 
than enchanting. Not only is the professor 
a most versatile musician, but he is a 
composer of no mean ability. One piece 
that the has composed for his solo erchestra 
he calls the ‘“Trammell Science,” and it is 
indeed a most scientific piece. It begins 
with a grand burst from all of the instru- 
ments until the sound gradually dies away 
like the rumbling of a train in the distance. 
Then soft as a summer breeze comes the 
sweet melody ,one harmonious blending of 
all the instruments. Professor Trammell 
will be in the city some days and during 
his stay here wil play at any evening gath- 
ering at private residencés. He plays some 
springhtly dance music of his own compo- 
sition, as well as the music of lesser lights, 
and he at least possesses the advantage of 
not taking up as much room as a full or- 
chestra.

JUDGE TO HOLD COLONELCY

Rumor That Colonel John S. Candler 
Will Resign Is Denied. 


‘NO SUCH STEP IS CONTEMPLATED 


He Has Held a Commission in the 
State’s Service Since 1883 and 
Can Retire with Rank. 


It has been persistently rumored for a 
week that Colonel John S. Candler would 
retire as commander of the Fifth regi- 
ment Georgia volunteers, but this rumor 
was set at rest yesterday, when Colonel 
Candler denied that he contemplated. any 
such action. 

No official information has been recelv- 
ed at the adjutant general’s office that the 
colonel’s resignation was in ptespect, but 
the rumors have extended there. The 
military men have been on the qui vive 
for some time regarding the matter. 
Where the report started is neo known 
and cannot be traced. Judge Canéler said 
yesterday that he thad not recefttly con- 
sidered. the matter of retiring, adthough 
in the past he had thought of doing so. 

‘Tl have not thought of retiring mr do I 
contemplate it in the near future My 
time of service, under the military regu- 
lations of the state when I am allowed 
to retire with my rank, ended in 183. I 
entered the service of the state with a 
commission in 1883. An officer is required 
to serve ten years before he can réetire 
from the active list and at the same the 
retain his rank. I could have retired on 
February 3, 1893, with the rank I now 
have. 

“I thought of retiring on the Ist of 
January, 1898, but the prospects of tie 
war coming on I did not wish my ré 
tirement to have the appearance of my 
desife to avoid a war. I again thought 
I would retire after peace was declared, or 
as soon as I resigned my commission in 
the United States volunteers, but about 
this time the appropriation committee of 
the thouse cut down the appropriation for 
the military and I did not wish to seem- 
ingly quit the service because there was 
no moné¢y to be given by the state. Re- 
cently I have thought of retiring, but the 
city thas just refused to make an appro- 
priation for the Fifth regiment, and it 
would not be right for me to retire just 
at this time. 

I am at present kept constantly busy 
with my court work, ‘which requires the 
greater portion of my time.” 

Colondi Candler seémed a little sur- 
prised that a rumor should thave been cir- 
culated that he was about to retire, . It 
is said that the officers of the Fifth regi- 
ment have been discussing the question 
for some time and have held several meet- 
ings in anticipation of this event. 

The commissioned officers of each regi- 
ment’ virtually elect the commander for 
the regiment, and this question in the 
light of the rumors that hhave been afloat 
has caused much talk as to who will suc- 
ceed Colonel Candler. The officers of the 
regiment, in case the colonel sends in his 
papers withdrawing from the service, will 
elect one of the higher officers of the regi- 
ment, and if that selection is agreeable 
to the governor he will make the appoint- 
ment,

Governor Candler Accepts Invitation 
To Start Big Mill. 


PROMINENT MEN TO BE PRESENT 


Mill of the Atlanta Milling Company 
Cost $125,000 and Will Begin 
Work in Ten Days. 


Governor Candler yesterday accepted an 
invitation to start the machinery of the 
new flour mill of the Atlanta Milling Com- 
pany. The mill will be ready for work in 
about ten days. 

President Whitman said yesterday that he 
proposed to invite a number of prominent 
citizens to see the mill begin work. . It is 
a great enterprise and will grind 5,000 bush- 
els of wheat and 3,000 bushels of corn daily. 
The mill and machinery have cost $125,000 
and it will turn out flour, meal and grits 
to the value of $2,250,000 a year. More than 
$1,250,000 a year will be paid out for corn 
and wheat and Mr. Whitman hopes to see 
Georgia's farmers faise all the wheat and 
corn which will be consumed by the mill. 

He stated that the local article and edito- 
rial recently published by The Constitution 
had brought a great number of letters from 


| farmers in this state, Alabama, the Caro- 
' linas and Floriaa expressing their pleasure 
| at the announcement .that they were to 


have a cash market for their grain at their 
railway stations. 

‘I believe there is going to be a great deal 
of wheat planted another season in this 
section,” he said. ‘‘We have had letters 
from every part of the southeast, saying 
that the farmers wanted to get out of 
cotton and grow grain. On the other hand, 
the farmers up in Tennessee and Kentucky 
would prefer to have the Georgia farmers 
plant cotton and let them furnish the wheat 
and corn. Grain cultivation will produce a 
wonderful change on the farms. I saw it 
take place in Tennessee. As the farmers 
got-to growing mote wheat their farms im- 
broved and they prospered and now the 
fichest section of Tennessee is the grain 
belt. If the farmers ‘will plow deep for 
tipir wheat they will get good results. It 
isa mistake to plow shallow. The ground 
ought to be broken deep and the wheat 
Should be sowed with a drill and fertil- 
lizets should be drilled in at the same time 
unléss the farmer has plenty of barnyard 
manire.’’
